'1'lie causes of the accident are liv-

Mason 1). Prat I, the 


engineer who designed the bridge, and 
who is well known in this place, hav- 
ing been the engineer of the sewer 
plant here, was one of the witnesses 
before the inquest jury, and when ask- 
ed whose duty it was to tell the steel 
men when to proceed with their work 
said, that if it had been put up to him 
he supposed it would have been his 
duty. He said that three days we're 
ample time for concrete work properly 
mixed, to harden or set and that the 
placing of steel upon it could begin in 
that time. Cold weather might have 
some effect upon the concrete work 
but only that it would require more 
time to set. He stated that he had 
placed heavier weights upon concrete 
work of a similar size and had also 
used poor sand in concrete work which 
stood heavier weights. 
He had an 


analysis made of the cement used in 
the work and this analysis showed it 
to be the best. The sand was also in- 
spected. 
Several of the experts exam- 


ined were of the opinion that the cause 
of the accident was due to fact that 
concrete had not properly dried and 
that much more time should have been 
given to the drying before the steel 
girders were placed.
